W hat is the use of all our Bible 
study if it does not assure to us at 
least three things—salvation and the 
assurance of it, a daily life to glorify 
God, a consum ing desire to give the 
gospel to all th at Jesus may come again 
and set up His kingdom. 
If w e take 
the beginning and end of this epistle 
we learn that the Lord Jesus Christ 
gave H im self for our sins th a t He 
m ight deliver us from this present evil 
world; th a t in the power of His cross, 
w e being crucified to the w orld and 
the world to us, we m ight live as new 
creatures (I, 4; vi, 14, 15). 
T he epistle then covers specially the 
second of the three things ju st men­ 
tioned, the daily life to God’s glory 
(i, 24), It must be the Son of God re­ 
vealed in us. not I, but Christ living in 
me, and never weary in well doing 
(i, 16; il, 20; vi, 9). 
This life will not 
be m anifest unless w e are clear upon 
the first topic above mentioned, the as­ 
surance of o u r salvation, wholly upon 
the ground of C hrist’s having beeu 
m ade a curse for us and th at we by 
faith in H im are considered as having 
been crucified with Him and thus re­ 
deemed from the curse of the law. 
In Homans we learn that we have no 
righteousness, in 
I Corinthians that 
we have no wisdom and in II Corin­ 
thians th a t we have no strength, hut 
th a t in Christ and in Him alone we 
have all three, righteousness, wisdom 
and strength, and all wholly of grace, 
w ithout any desert on our part or by 
any works of ours whatever. 
Now, 
these G alatians were being tau g h t by 
false teachers that grace was not suf­ 
ficient, but th at there m ust be a cer­ 
tain keeping of the law’. 
And Paul 
tells them that this is not the gospel 
which he preached to them, but anoth 
j 
er gospel, a perversion of the gospel 
of Christ, and that those who give 
heed to it are fallen from grace; not 
lost, but losing the joy of th at salva­ 
tion which is wholly of grace (i, 6-9; 
v, 4). 
In Christ not only Is there deliver- | 
ance from the curse of the law, but a 
freedom in His service which Is im- j 
possible to those who are W’orking for 
salvation instead of working because 
they have salvation as the free gift of 
God. Oh, how great is the love of Him 
who gave Himself for our sins! 
W e I 
should m editate upon It and upon Him 
until we are consumed by it and by it j 
constrained to live wholly for Him. 
W ho shall accomplish this in us? Even 
th e Spirit w ho Is mentioned in the few 
verses of our lesson seven times. 
The 
disciples under the teaching of C hrist' 
for tw o or three years never became 
w hat He intended they should be un­ 
til at Pentecost they were filled with 
the Spirit.

th at even their enemies were compel­ 
led to acknowledge that they had been 
with Jesus. Notice, then, in our lesson 
th at we are to walk in the Spirit, be 
led of the Spirit and live In the Spirit 
(16, 18, 25) and m anifest the fruit of 
the Spirit, which is love, joy, peace, 
long suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, temperance. 
Each of 
the eight may be said to be a m ani­ 
festation of the first, for love covers 
all, love is the fulfilling of the law’ 
(verse 14; Horn, xili, 10). 
Some one 
has said that joy is love exulting, peace 
is love in repose, and so with all the 
others, each being some manifestation 
of love. 
God is love, and love is kind 
(I John iv, 8, 16; I Cor. xili, 4). 
If love 
alw ays ruled us. how m anifest the life 
of Jesus would be and how greatly 
God would be glorified in us! 
When 
w*e 
rem em ber that 
the Spirit 
who 
dwelleth in us as the children of God 
yearneth for us even unto jealous envy 
(Jas. iv. 5, It. V., margin), desireth us 
far m ore than we desire Him, w hat can 
be the hindrance to the m anifestation 
of this love except the power of the 
flesh described in our lesson, which re­ 
m ains in every believer and is so di­ 
rectly opposite to all that is of the 
Spirit? 
While the work or fruit of 
the Spirit is sum m ed up in nine all 
Inclusive w’ords, note the seventeen 
words which describe the works of the 
flesh, with the concluding expression 
“and such like,” as if they were too 
num erous to mention. 
In I Cor. vi, 9. 10, there are ten forms 
of flesh m anifestation mentioned w’ith 
the sam e conclusion as here, “Shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God,” but with 
the com forting assurance that even 
such had been washed, sanctified, ju s­ 
tified, in the nam e of the Lord Jesus 
and by tlie Spirit of God. 
If the devil 
can work such beastly works in a hu- j 
m an being, how much more can the 
Spirit 
of God 
w’ork 
His 
beautiful 
works if He Is allow’ed to do so. 
H ear 
P au l’s cry in Horn, vii, 24: “O wretched 
m an th a t I am! 
Who shall deliver me 
from (he body of this death?" or as in 
the inargiu, ‘‘this body of death.” 
But 
hear bis exultant cry in the next verse, 
“ I thank God, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” 
Then in Horn, vi see how he 
dwells upon our being crucified with 
Christ, buried with Him, risen with 
Him and that now we are to reckon 
ourselves dead Indeed unto sin. but 
alive unto God, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord, yielding ourselves unto God 
as those who are alive from the dead. 
In the freedom from condemnation and 
assurance of no separation of Rom. 
viil we may let the Spirit of Him who 
raised up Jesus from the dead dwell 
in us and m anifest the life of Jesus in 
these mortal bodies.

But if cost must be considered a small 
saucepan inside a larger one answ ers 
every purpose. 
As m ost of us know how quickly milk 
burns when heating, it is well to know 
w h a t to do w hen such calam ity over­ 
takes us and there is no time or no 
milk to begin over again. 
Remove the pan quickly from the 
stove and stand it iu a bowl of cold 
w ater. 
Add a pinch of salt and stir 
well. 
While this may not entirely de­ 
stroy the scorched taste, It lessens it, 
so that It can scarcely be detected.
